Soviet "War-Monger'

NEW YORK, Sept. 19 (IF) — Rus­ 
sia lost the first round of the veto 
battle in the United Nations Assemb­ 
ly tonight whUe the whole Soviet 
bloc drove ahead with its new cam­ 
paign against the United States on 
“war-mongering” charges. 
Russia protested in a heated meet­ 
ing of the 14-nation Steering Com­ 
mittee against Assembly consider­ 
ation of an Argentine proposal for a 
special United Nations conference 
on the veto.

Italy Is Ripening 
For Revolution,

Demonstrations Sot;

Wallace Sounds 
Slump Warning 


PHILADELPHIA. Sept. 19. (IP)— 
Henry Wallace called on Americans 
tonight to 
b u i l d the resistance 
against reaction with an “offensive 
for peace, jobs and security .” 
"We must prepare to meet what I 
now fear is almost inevitable de­ 
pression,” the former Vice President 
said in a speech prepared for a 
r a l l y sponsored by the Eastern 
Pennsy lvania Chapter of the Pro­ 
gressive Citizens of America. 
“And I warn y ou that threatening 
depression can mean war,” Wallace 
continued. 
“Frightened 
and 
greedy 
men. 
fearing the chaos of domestic de­ 
pression, doubting our ability to 
have full production and full em­ 
ploy ment in peace, may drive us to 
war on the slightest pretext. 
“It will not be a war for freedom 
but a war for the salvation of en­ 
trenched greed.” 
At a press 
conference 
earlier 
Wallace said the United States gov­ 
ernment is dominated by “reaction­ 
ary capitalism” and added “Wall 
Street wants—and is getting ready 
—to dominate the world” 
He declined comment on recent 
developments in the United Nations 
Assembly except to say “they have 
been speak ing very frank ly ” there, 
and advocated return to rationing 
and price control as “the only ef­ 
fective way ” of lowering the cost of 
living. 
Price Probers To Hold ■

— Gov.

Seek Passengers 
Of Missing Plane 


MANILA, Saturday, Sept. 30. UP) 
—The pilot of a C-46 transport 
radioed shortly after midnight that 
he had ordered his plane load of 
passengers to bail out somewhere 
over Luzon and was abandoning his 
ship, km on gasoline and flying in 
bad weather. 
Thirty-seven United States Army 
planes began a search.

war on the slightest pretext. 
‘It will not be a war for freedom 
but a war for the salvation of en­ 
trenched greed.” 
At a press conference 
earlier 
Wallace said the United States gov­ 
ernment is dominated by "reaction­ 
ary capitalism” and added "Wall 
Street wants—and is getting ready 
to dominate the world” 
He declined comment on recent 
developments in the United Nations 
Assembly except to say "they have 
been speaking very frankly” there, 
and advocated return to rationing 
and price control as “the only ef­ 
fective way” of lowering the cost of 
living.

BALTIMORE. Sept. 19 UP) — Gov 
Lane told the people of Maryland to­ 
night there has been "active misrep­ 
resentation” of the Free State’s new 
two per cent sales tax.

What he did not know, the gover­ 
nor saki in his broadcast, was that 
“some of the objections would take 
the form of active misrepresenta­ 
tion.’* 
He pointed out that merchants 
are charged with collection of the 
sal es levy and most of them are con­ 
scientiously performing their duty. 
However, he added, “some of our 
merchants have distorted and mis­ 
represented the tax as a ’penny for 
Mr. Lane.’ This misrepresentation is 
selfishly Intended to stir up preju­ 
dice and malice.” 
The sales tax, which became ef­ 
fective July I and which already has 
brought in around $3,000,000, has 
been attacked by some organiza­ 
tions in the state; and the Secre­ 
tary of State has been formally ad 
vised that a suit is on file in Anne 
Arundel Circuit Court in an effort 
to require a referendum on the levy. 
Referendum Ruled Oui 
Attorney General Hall Hammond 
has ruled the sales tax is not sub­ 
ject to referendum. 
“Pennies for Lane?” The governor 
asked in referring to the “misrepre­ 
sentation.”

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Union Chiefs More Steamed 
Up Over Labor Low Than Public 
If we are to accept the views of William Green, 
president of the American Federation of L a^r. and 
Emil Rieve. president of the CIO Textile Workers 
Unkm. It l8 most apparent that organized labor in­ 
tends to make the Taft-Hartley labor-unlon law the 
main issue of the 1948 presidential campaign. 
Mr. Rieve made a speech recently to the New 
York State CIO Council. Among other things, he 
cmpcsed formation”of a third political party at this 
time, holding that it would only insure the election 
o f a “reactionary” Republican President. And he 
advised lalxM* to stop talking about defeating all 
members of Congress who voted for the Taft-Hartley 
Act, That, he said, was too big a Job, though some­ 
thing might be done by concentrating on a 1948 
effort to retire 12 Senators and 100 Representatives. 
Since Mr. Rieve is a national vice president of 
the CIO and a director of Its Political Action Com­ 
mittee, his words may carry some weight. Anyway, 
It is certainly true that other union leaders are biting 
off much more than they can chew when they threaten 
to drive every Taft-Hartley supporter out of Congress. 
Thai would mean beating more than three-fourths 
of the present membership including more than half 
the Democrats in addition to more than 90 per cent 
of the Republicans. 
The acid-test vote for the Taft-Hartley bill, on 
the over-riding of President Truman’s veto, was 331 
%o 88 in the House. 68 to 25 fai the Senate. 
Whether Mr. Rieve himself takes in too much 
territory—whether, that is. labor can defeat a dozen 
Senators and KW Representatives who supported the 
Taft-Hartley Act—is another question. Its answer 
will depend, we believe, on what the country thinks 
of this new labor law along in the Summer and Fall 
of next year. 
That, in turn, probably will depend on how the 
Act operates; not on the present outcry from union 
leaders who call it a “slave law” and at the same 
time assert that it can’t prevent them from ignoring, 
by-passing, or defying its provisions. 
Which brings us to Mr. Green. He said, the other 
day, “Wc are determined to write that law off the 
books and to retire every member of Congress who 
voted for it. That is our fixed, static. Immovable 
and uncompromising position. Can I make it strong­ 
er?” Probably not. That seems to be strong enough. 
But before getting any more fixed, static, immov­ 
able. etc., Mr. Green and other labor union leader» 
maybe ouéht to take another gander at the election 
returns from Bucks and Lehigh counties in Penn­ 
sylvania, of which Doylestown and Allentown, re- 
H>ectlvely, are the county seats. 
That is where the returns were computed from 
that special Congressional election which Mr. Green’s 
itval-ln-arms, the CIO, said would show how the 
publie stood on the Taft-Hartley law. and which they 
said wnuld provide a preview of what would happen 
In 1948 to those who voted for that law. 
The Republican candidate who wa.s elected in 
that district did not vote for the Taft-Hartley law 
because he was not a member of Congress. But he 
did vote for a number of labor bills—in fact, steered 
them to enactment—which were passed by the last 
session of the Pennsylvania Legislature. 
Mr. Green’s labor-union counterparts in Pennsyl­ 
vania opposed these laws, too. And the CIO politicians 
who went into the Allentown area to beat this Re­ 
publican candidate made it plain they considered him 
just as bad as congressmen who did vote for the 
Taft-Hartley law. They even defied the provisions of 
the law, deliberately, in an attempt to put over their 
candidate for Congress. Philip Storch.

Franklin H. Lichtenw’alter. won the election by the 
biggest Republican majority in that district in 20 
years 
One cai.not help but feel, in the face of these 
facts, that it is chiefly » he professional labor leaders, 
rather than the general public, who are steamed up 
about repealing the Taft-Hartley law. 
Of course, no one can object to the effort of 
]» h o r 
leaders to work for the repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley law or to strike politically at those who 
voted for it in Congre-s. If they can persuade a 
majority of the people to their way of thinking, that 
IS certainly in line with the democratic process. If, 
however, they continue to go a.' far as they are 
going m abu.:ie of individuals, in misrepresentation 
of what is in fact a very mild law and in the promise 
or threat to spend va^i sums to swing the political 
balance, they ¿re .-ure to bring about a reaction.

UPUS erythem atosus occurs in 
two form s. In one, the lesion» 
are chronic and confined to the 
skin. T he second

body and. because of its unusual 
sym ptom s, frequently escapes detec­ 
tion. 
No one knows the exact cause of 
either, but a toxin is probably re ­ 
sponsible. Victims often tell of hav­ 
ing been exposed to strong su n ­ 
light. an insect bite, 
or 
sudden 
changes in tem perature. 
I t attack s 
both m en and women, but the fa ir 
sex 
is 
favored 
and 
it 
is 
m ore 
prevalent in the third and fourth 
decades. 
The typical skin m anifestation of 
the less severe form is usually found 
on the face. As a rule the outbreak 
1.S distributed over the nose an d 
cheeks, producing a butterfly pa t­ 
tern . 
Occasionally 
the 
ears 
and 
backs of the han d s are Involved, as 
well as the scalp and neck. Som e­ 
tim es a patch will vanish in one 
spot, only to reappear in another. 
Invasion of 
the scalp invariably 
leads to baldness. A wnall, red. 
slightly elevated area, covered w ith 
scales, spreads gradually in all di­ 
rections. T he cen tral portion is d e­ 
pressed slightly an d darker in color. 
In the generalized disorder, the 
characteristic lesions arc no t always 
present. Instead, an innocent look­

B ut in these patients the 
disease is storm y. M any have a high 
tem perature and are really ill. Pros­ 
tra tio n may be m arked an d aching 
of the joints, nauea, vom iting, o r 
other varieties of indigestion m ay 
appear.

T here is no specific treatm en t. 
T he general health should be m - 
vestigaled carefully and ail foci of 
infection tracked down and elim ­ 
inated.

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Union Chiefs M on Steamed 
Over Labor Law Than Public 
Up 
If we are to accept the views of William Green, 
president of the American Federation of Labor, and 
amil sieve, president of the CIO Textile Worker* 
Onion, K Is most apparent that organised labor in­ 
tends to make the Taft-Hartley labor-union law the 
m*tn Issue of the 1948 presidential campaign. 
Mr. Rieve made a speech recently to the New 
York State CIO Council. Among other things, he 
opposed formation* of a third political party at thi* 
time, holding that it would only insure the election 
of a •‘reactionary” Republican President. And he 
advised labor to stop talking about defeating all 
members of Congress who voted for the Taft-Hartley 
Act. That, he said, was too big a lob, though some­ 
thing might be done by concentrating on a 1948 
effort to retire 12 Senators and IOO Representatives. 
Since Mr. Rieve is a national vice president of 
the CIO a«d a director of its Political Action Com­ 
mittee, hi* words may carry some weight. Anyway, 
It I* certainly true that other union leaders are biting 
off much more than they can chew when they threaten 
to drive every Tbft-Hartley supporter out of Congress. 
That* would mean beating more than three-fourths 
of the present membership including more than half 
the Democrats in addition to more than 90 per cent 
of the Republicans. 
The acid-test vote for the Taft-Hartley bill, on 
the over-riding of President Truman's veto, was SSI 
to SS in the House. 68 to 25 tai the Senate. 
Whether Mr. Rieve himself takes in too much 
territory—whether, that is, labor can defeat a dozen 
Senators and IOO Representatives who supported the 
Taft-Hartley Act—is another question. Its answer 
will depend, we believe, on what the country think* 
of this new labor law along in the Summer and Fall 
of next year. 
That, in turn, probably will depend on how the 
Act operates^ not on the present outcry from union 
leaders who call it a “slave law” and at the same 
time assert that it can't prevent them from ignoring, 
by-passing, or defying its provisions. 
Which brings us to Mr. Green. He said, the other 
day, “We are determined to write that law off the 
books and to retire every member of Congress who 
voted for it. That is our fixed, static, immovable 
and uncompromising position. Can I make it strong­ 
er?** Probably not. That seems to be strong enough. 
But before getting any more fixed, static, immov­ 
able, etc., Mr. Green and other labor union leaders 
maybe ought to take another gander at the election 
return* from Bucks and Lehigh counties in Penn­ 
sylvania, of which Doylestown Mid Allentown, re­ 
spectively, are the county seats. 
That is where the returns were computed from 
that special Congressional election which Mr. Green’s 
rlval-in-arms, the CIO, said would show how the 
public stood on the Taft-Hartley law, and which they 
said would provide a preview of what would happen 
kl 1948 to those who voted for that law. 
H ie Republican candidate who was elected in 
that district did not vote for the Taft-Hartley law 
because he was not a member of Congress. But he 
did vote for a number of labor bills—in fact, steered 
them to enactment—which were passed by the last 
session of the Pennsylvania Legislature. 
Mr. Green’s labor-union counterparts in Pennsyl­ 
vania opposed these laws, too. And the CIO politician* 
who went into the Allentown area to beat this Re­ 
publican candidate made it plain they considered him 
Just as bad as congressmen who did vote for the 
Taft-Hartley law. They even defied the provisions of 
the law, deliberately, in an attempt to put over their 
candidate for Congress, Philip Storch. 
What happened? 
The Republican candidate, 
Franklin H. Uchtenwalter, won the election by the 
biggest Republican majority in that district in IO 
years. 
One cannot help but feel, in the face of these 
facts, that it is chiefly the professional labor leaders, 
rather than the general public, who are steamed up 
about repealing the Taft-Hartley law. 
Of course, no one can object to the effort of 
labor leaders to work for the repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley law or to strike politically at those who 
voted for it in Congress. If they can persuade a 
majority of the people to their way of thinking, that 
I* certainly in line with the democratic process. If, 
however, they continue to go as far as they are 
going in abuse of individuals, in misrepresentation 
of what is in fact a very mild law and in the promise 
or threat to spend vast sums to swing the political 
balance, they are sure to bring about a reaction. 
And that would be in line with the democratic 
process, too!

A PERPLEXING DISORDER 
L 


UPUS erythematosus occurs in 
two forms. In one. the lesions 
arc chronic and confined to the 
skin. The second 
type 
(dis* 
seminated) is more serious; it is aa 
acute disorder affecting the entire 
body and. because of its unusual 
symptoms, frequently escapes detec­ 
tion. 
No one knows the exact cause of 
either, but a toxin is probably re­ 
sponsible. Victims often tell of hav­ 
ing been exposed to strong sun­ 
light. an insect bite, or 
sudden 
changes in temperature. It attacks 
both men and women, but the fair 
sex is favored and it is more 
prevalent in the third and fourth 
decades. 
The typical skin manifestation of 
the less severe form is usually found 
on the face. As a rule the outbreak 
is distributed over the nose and 
cheeks, producing a butterfly pat­ 
tern. Occasionally the ears and 
backs of the hands are involved, as 
well as the scalp and neck. Some­ 
times a patch will vanish in one 
spot, only to reappear in another. 
Invasion of the scalp invariably 
leads to baldness 
A small, red, 
slightly elevated area, covered with 
Seale#, spreads gradually in all di­ 
rections. The central portion is de­ 
pressed slightly and darker in color. 
In the generalised disorder, the 
characteristic lesions ar* not always 
present, 
sn innocent look­ 
ing, pinkish, scaly 
dermatitis will 
develop. But in these patients the 
disease is stormy. Many have a high 
temperature and are really ill. Pros­ 
tration may be marked and aching 
of the Joints, nauea, vomiting, or 
other varieties of indigestion may 
appear. The glands in the neck and 
groin enlarge and the heart and 
kidneys may be affected. Mean­ 
while, the temperature fluctuates 
and the skin eruptions fade, only 
to return at a later date. At this 
stage the malady may resemble 
rheumatic 
fever, tuberculosis, 
or 
blood poisoning. The diagnosis can 
be made only by removing a portion 
of the involved skin and studying 
it under the areroscope. 
For many years the disease was 
considered tuberculosis in nature. 
We know now that it is an afflic­ 
tion of the tiny arteries coursing 
thruout the body, which explains 
why the symptoms are so variable 
in the disseminated type. 
There is no specific treatment. 
The general health should be in­ 
vestigated carefully and all foci of 
infection tracked down and elim­ 
inated. Bright sunlight and ex­ 
cessive cold should be avoided. The 
sulfonamides and penicillin have 
helped in some instances and are 
worthy of trial. Gold sodium thio­ 
sulfate, one of the older remedies, 
has 
aided 
many 
sufferers, 
but 
should be used only under the guid­ 
ing eye of a physician since reac­ 
tions may occur. Numerous prepara­ 
tions have been recommended in­ 
cluding bismuth and quinine, but 
their effect is questionable. 
Care must be exercised not to 
apply irritating ointments s i n c e 
there is always a possibility that 
they will produce a flareup of the 
lesions. For this reason, only mild 
solutions or bland ointments are 
employed. Freezing with carbon di­ 
oxide snow is of value now and then 
in cases that have resisted all other 
plans. 


SLEEP BRINGS SWEATING

asleep, excessive sweating wakens 
me. I am 29 years old and in good 
health. This condition does not 
worry me—I’m Just curious about 
it. Can you explain?

With complete 
relaxation, 
the

is not necessarily significant and 
may mean that the room is too 
warm or the bedding too heavy So 
long as you are in good health, 
there is no reason to believe that 
any disorder is responsible. 


SPLIT TONGUE 
Mrs. S. writes: What causes the 
tongue to crack every once in a 
while? These marks remain for two 
or three weeks and whatever I 
cat makes my whole mouth burn. 
REFLY 
The condition may be due to in­ 
fection or irritation from the over­ 
use of alcohol or tobacco. Now and 
then it results from a vitamin de­ 
ficiency or is associated with dis­ 
turbances of the stomach or liver. 
In one type, lingua plica ta. the ab­ 
normality ‘runs in families.” Deep 
furrows, scattered all 
over 
the 
tongue, are noted and as a rule, 
burning or other symptoms are not 
present.

The aim is to combine the teaching of human 
relations with other classes rather than to change the 
curriculum for it. That is a sound idea. It Is not 
good education to teach things like good English, 
Americanism, and 
human 
relations 
in 
separate 
courses and then forget about them. They should be 
present, if unnoticed, in all courses.

Secretary Of Agriculture Will Oppose More Food To Europe; Truman Cabinet 
Will Be Divided Over Marshall Plan; Solution For Greece 


Says DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON — The full Tru­ 
m an 
Cabinet 
is 
converging 
on 
Washington for the first time in 
many weeks to be on hand when 
the President steps off the USS 
Missouri to face some of the most 
im portant problems of his entire 
Administration. 
Secretary of State Marshall will

H ie planners in the SUte Depart­ 
ment insist there is not to be any 
war because neither side want* it 
but they overlook the fact that 
national pride often produces a 
war that nobody wants because on* 
side or the other gives provocation 
publicly and the other side does 
not care to back down in humilia­ 
tion. 
If the Department of SUte feels 
it can continue to attack Russia 
in the public press and before so 
important a gathering as the United 
Nations and if the Soviet* by their 
daily propaganda feel they must 
attack the good faith of the United 
States. there is little hope that the 
debate In the United Nations as­ 
sembly will ellevlate hurt feelings 
or produce an atmosphere in which 
diplomacy can be effective.

OAKLAND, Md., Procurement of 
suitable temporary q uarters for the 
proposed national g uard unit here, 
and definite prog ress toward actual 
org anization were two of the thing s 
disclosed at a public meeting held 
this week in the Court House. 
It was announced by Lt. Col. C. I. 
Claypoole that the official v estry 
of the Elpiscopal church here had 
g iv en its consent at the luncheon 
meeting the day prev ious for the 
use of the Parish House as tempor­ 
ary q uarters for the proposed unit, 
free of charg e, which was one of the 
req uirements in the establishment 
of a g uard in Oakland. 
j 
The decision to form a combat en-| 
g ineer company, recommended by 
National Guard headq uarters, was 
also made at the meeting by a 
unanimous v ote of those present. 
There was a choice of either a com­ 
bat eng ineer company or an artillery 
battery. With the acceptance of the 
former the Oakland unit will be part 
of an eng ineer battalion which also 
includes companies at Leonardtown. 
LaPlata and Prince Frederick. 
Only one thing now needs to be 
accomplished before actual recruit­ 
ing of men would beg in, according 
to Col. Claj*poole, and that is the 
selection of an officer for company 
commander. The local committee 
had sev eral names of persons who 
had serv ed as officers in World War 
II, and one from among those av ail­ 
able will be recommended in the 
near future, it was stated. 
Upon commissioning of the com- 
I>any commander, Col. Claypoole 
said he would return to Oakland to 
assist in recruiting men for the com­ 
pany. Two officers and 17 men are 
needed to g et the unit under way, 
after which the state g uard will ask 
for federal recog nition: then it will 
be necessary to add 17 men ev ery 
90 days until the peacetime streng th 
of 134 men is reached, it was ex­ 
plained. 
Prior to the last war the Mary­ 
land Guard numbered 3,300, but in 
the driv e to g et 622,500 national 
g uardsmen throug hout the United 
States, Maryland has been assig ned 
a total of 9,300. 
The ag e limit is 17 to 35 unless 
the person interested has had prev i­ 
ous military serv ice. He pointed out 
that persons 17 to 20 joining the 
national g uard would not be called 
for univ ersal training if the latter 
was enacted into law. 
It was also pointed out that the 
formation of a unit, in addition to 
bring ing an armory here, would 
mean $ 30,000 to $ 50,000 additional 
annual rev enue to the people of 
Oakland. The National Guard plans 
to spend $ 2,000 to $ 3,000 to put the 
Parish House in proper condition 
for a temporary armory. If at the 
end of a year it is demonstrated 
that the org anization is g rowing and 
appears to be succ^ful. It will be 
recommended that the armory* be. 
built.

Upon commissioning of the com­ 
pany commander, Col. Claypool 
said he would return to Oakland to 
assist in recruiting men for the com­ 
pany.
